8 Additional Cruisers to 
Be Provided For: More 
for Modernization. 


BUDGET OTHERWISE 
TO REMAIN THE SAME 


Proposed Cut in Estimates 
for Naval Aviation Said to 
Have Been Abandoned. 


President Coolidge and the Budget 
Bureau have approved an increase. of 
$40,000,000 in naval appropriations over 
the budget figures of last fall, it was 
learned on high authority yesterday. 

Most of the increase is due to al- 
lowances for construction on the eight 
additional cruisers, but there is also a 


$7,000,000 item for modernizing the bat- 


tleships Oklahoma and Nevada. This is 
in addition to the $6,574,000 appro- 
priated for the same purpose in the 
deficiency bill. 

Expenses for the Navy proper, it was 
said, are about the same as last year 
but the total, it was explained, is far in 
excess of the “limiting figure.” The 
preliminary estimates for aviation, it 
was learned, suffered a drastic cut in 
the amount originally asked for pro- 
motion of the five-year program. But 
the final appropriation, it was learned, 
is larger, although the exact amount 
could not be learned. 

It was reliably asserted that the Navy 
Department will present to the Budget 
Bureau proposals for a five-year pro- 
gram for the construction of_ three or 
four cruisers annually. It\was declared 
also that a determined effort will be 
made for a “treaty navy” measuring 
up to the limitations imposed by the 
Washington conference. Indications of 
sentiment favorable to this were seen 
in the last Congress and it is believed 
that following the failure of the Geneva 
naval conference this summer there 
will be strong enough sentiment to 
make such a Navy possible. 

Impressed by Fight in Congress. 


The fight made in the last Congress 
for starting work on the cruisers, at a 
time when the President, hopeful that 
sharp limits as to cruisers might be 
agreed upon at Geneva, asked that no 
actual appropriation be made, is be- 
lieved to have played a part in induc- 
ing the President and the Budget Bu- 
reau to increase the naval appropria- 
tion figures over those approved by the 
Budget Bureau last year. 

The President made it clear at that 
time that he was not opposed to the 
building of cruisers, but only to start- 
ing to spend money for them at that 
particular time. In this, he explained, 
he was actuated by two motives. One 
was his hope for what might be accom- 
plished at Geneva. The other, far more 
interesting now that Geneva has passed 
ito history without immediate intrin- 
sic result, is a policy which he has pur- 
sued right along of spreading appropri- 
ations out. 

He does not want the Government to 
do everything in sight that ought to be 
done in any one year. His theory is 
that things should be done gradually, 
always with the thought in mind that 
the country is still paying ver high 
taxes because of the debts left from

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FLIGHT, NOT HEARD FROM 


Capt. Gray’s Escorts, Land- 
ing, Report Possibility of 
100-Mile Gale. 


SAILS EAST FROM ILLINOIS 


Scott Field, Belleville, Ill., Nov. 4 
(A.P.)—Capt. Hawthorne CC. Gray, 
Army Aair Service officer here, who as- 
cended from Scott Field in a balloon 
at 2:22 p. m. today in a new attempt 
to break the world’s altitude record, had 
not been heard from since late today. 

The balloon and its occupant disap- 
peared above the clouds and were lost 
to four Army airplanes acting as es- 
corts. One of the planes, manned by 
Capt. J. J. Devery and Lieut. H. H. 
Couch, landed at Henderson, Ky. 

Officers here said the course of the 
balloon, Judged by prevailing winds, lay 
directly over Evansville, Ind. The pilots 
of the escort planes reported a 53-mile 
wind at an altitude of 6,300 feet, and it 
was estimated that the velocity might be 
as high as 90 or 100 miles per hour at 
higher altitudes. 

They estimated that Gray was prob- 
ably 175 or 200 miles from his starting 
point. 

Two other Army planes which had es- 
corted Capt. Gray were reported to have 
landed at Madisonville, Ky. Col. John 
C. Paeglow, commandant of the field, 
tonight asked the Associated Press to 
assist in the search for the missing 
balloonist. He was last sighted over 
Mount Vernon, Il.

SANDE 1§ EXPELLED 
FOR WILLFUL FOUL 
INPIMLICO CLASSIC 


Famous Jockey’ Ejected 
From Track After 
Rough Riding. 


GLADE WINS FUTURITY 
AS CHOICE PULLS UP 


Reigh Count, Favorite, Is Put 
Out of Race by Antics of 
Accused Rider. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 4 (A.P.).— 
Charged-with deliberately forcing Jock- 
ey C. Lang’s mount against the rail, Earl 
Sande, whose horse, Bateau, and Lang’s 


Reigh Count, were leading at the first 
turn in the $40,000 Pimlico Futurity 


classic, tonight was suspended from fur- 
ther racing at Pimlico this season. 

Glade, chestnut daughter of Touch 
Me Not and Idle Dell, racing for Mrs. 
Harry ‘Payne Whitney, was the winner 
over the field of fifteen 2-year-olds, 
with Petee Wrack second and Eugene 
S. third. Sande’s mount, Bateau, fin- 
ished third, but was disqualified. 

The stewards contended that “after 
Sande failed to elbow Reigh Count 
against the rail he deliberately cut 
across in front of him, pushing Reigh 
Count into the rail and forcing him to 
lose his stride.” 

The 30,000 spectators surmised some- 
thing had happened when they saw the 
shuffling of horses at the bend and 
watched Glade, taking advatage of the 
mix-up, dash ahead as the victor, with 
Petee Wrack second and Eugene 8S. third. 

Sande was immediately stripped of 
his jockey’s badge and ejected from the 
grounds. 

Told of Action, Sande Weeps. 


Willie Doyle, a patrol judge, said he 
was stationed at a point near where 
the alleged fouling by Sande occurred. 
He said: “Sande’s case will be brought 
before the Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion, which alone has power to revoke 
his license as a jockey. 

““Reigh Count, with C. Lang up, was 
coming in between Bateau and the rail. 
Sande had ridden Bateau rather wildly 
at the bend and had left the, rail he 
had been hugging at that point. When 
he saw Reigh Count coming alongside 
he slipped over in and shoved with his 
elbow, bu with ro avail. He tried it 
again, but failing, rode deliberately 
across the iail, throwing Reigh Count 
against the rail and ruined his stride.” 

Sande cried when told of the club’s 
action and denied he committed a foul. 
He said: 

“Jockey Lang came between ny. end 
the rail and when near enough to reach 
me he reached out and grabbed me by 
the clothes. He pulled two buttons 
off my shirt .nd one button off my 
pants. 

“When he pulled me 1 could not keep 
Bateau from going across” (cutting in 
front of Reigh Count). 

Sande declared he showed his al- 
legedly torn clothes to the stevards. 
Orders for his suspension from Pimlico 
were made after Doyle made his report, 
it was said.

Youngstown, Ohio, Nov. 4 (A.P.).— 
S. A. Lengel, for almost 20 years chief

WARRANTS. ISSUED 
WHILE GRAND JURY 
PAESaco OIL INQUIRY 


Henry M. Day Released 
in $25,000 Bond After 
Charge Is Filed. 


WRIT FOR SINCLAIR 
HELD IN ABEYANCE 


McCoy Sustains Refusal of 
Witness to Testify; New 
Trial January 16. 


(Associated Press.) 

A formal complaint charging Harry 
F. Sinclair and one of his agents, 
Henry Mason Day, with conspiracy to 
tamper with the jury which was hear- 
ing the criminal oil conspiracy charge 
against the wealthy oil operator and 
Albert B. Fall was issued yesterday by 
United States Commissioner Needham 
C. Turnage. 

A warrant against Sinclair also was 
sworn out, but subsequently District 
Attorney Gordon said this action had 
been a mistake and that the warrant 
had been revoked. It developed, how- 
ever, that the warrant simply was held 
in abeyance pending final action by 
the grand jury which is investigating 
activities of detectives of the Burns 
Agency in shadowing members of the 
trial jury. 

The complaint was sworn to by Neil 
Burkinshaw, assistant district attorney 
in charge of the grand jury inquiry, 
immediately after Chief Justice McCoy, 
of the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court, had ruled that Day could not 
be compelled to testify before the 
grand jury since he had taken the posi- 
tion that any evidence he would give 
might tend to incriminate him. 

Day Liberated on Bond. 

Day and his counsel, former Justice 
Daniel Thew Wright, of the District 
Court, accompanied Burkinshaw to the 
Commissioner’s office and were 
present when the complaint was pre- 
pared. Day surrendered himself; waiv- 
ed a preliminary hearing and was lib- 
erated on $25,000 bond to await the 
action of the grand jury. 

With attorneys and secret service men 
engaged in running down many rapidly 
developing new leads in the case, the 
grand jury inquiry proceeded only 
slowly during the day, with six wit- 
nesses questioned. They were Mrs. An- 
nela L. Bailey, Conrad J. Herzog, Will- 
lam H. Goucher and John P. Kern 
members of the trial jury: Charles Mar- 
chal, a chauffeur, reputed to have been 
in Sinclair’s employ here, and A. C. Gill 
a Washington newspaper reporter, who 
investigated reports that private de- 
tectives were obtaining information 
about prospective jurors before the oil 
trial started on October 17. 

The grand jury will meet for two 
hours. today to carry forward the in- 
vestigation, and upon reassembling 
Monday will have before it William J 
Burns, head of the detective agency; 
his son, W. Sherman Burns, to whom 
the chief of the private operatives re- 
ported, and Sheldon Clark, vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Sin- 
clair Refining Co., who telegraphed yes- 
terday to District Attorney Gordon from 
Chicago that he would arrive here 
Monday or Tuesday.

TRAINS HALTED, onlPS 
ROCKED BY COAST QUAKE 


Santa Maria, Calif., Has the 
Severest Disturbance 
Since 1906. 


WINDOWS ARE CRACKED 


Los Angeles, Nov. 4 (A.P.).—A series 
of moderately heavy earthquake shocks 
along the central California coast today 
halted railway traffic over the Southern 
Pacific Railroad north of Santa Barbara 
and shook the inland town of Santa 
Maria more severely than any earth 
disturbance since 1906. 

The earth tremors continued during 
the day. Seismographs at Santa Clara, 
Calif., recorded tremors at 12:02 p. m., 
although no cities reported they felt 
these shocks. The main disturbances 
occurred after 5 a. m. 

The shocks apparently were heaviest 
in the vicinity of Honda, a rockbound 
promontory 35 miles north of Santa 
Barbara. It was here the Southern 
Pacific tracks were thrown out of 
alignment. Trains were delayed for 
some hours and later they proceeded at 
a slow speed. 

Ships at sea were rocked, the Mackay 
Radio Station reported. The steamer 
Los Angeles radioed two shocks were 
felt after 12 noon. The shocks vibrated 
the steamer, which at the time was 25 
miles north of Point Arguello, Santa 
Barbara County. 

At Santa Maria five shocks were felt 
in five hours, the second of which, at 
5:49 a. m., was the most severe. Stones 
in the M--onic Hall were dislodged and 
fell into the street, while a few plate 
glass windows were cracked. 

The zone of disturbance apparently 
extended to a point north of San Luis 
Obispo. Reports from that town, a 
few miles from the coast of San Luis 
Obispo County, said the shocks were 
slight an” caused no damage. 

A long rumbling quake was felt at 
Santa Barbara, but no reports of dam- 
age were made. Ventura, 30 miles south 
of Santa Barbara, also had a light quake 
of more than half a minute’s duration. 

The southernmost point of the dis- 
turbance is believed to have been in 
the Los Angeles sector, where the shock 
was very light but distinctly felt.

Big Death List Reported. 


White River Junction, Vt., Nov. 4 
(A.P.).—Unconfirmed reports of 
heavy loss of life in Montpelier, the 
State capital, where the collapse of 
a large reservoir was said to have 
flooded the city deeply, were in 
circulation here tonight. Accord- 
ing to these reports the death list 
ran from 137 to 212. Montpelier is 
about 56 miles from this point and 
is completely isolated, 

Telephone and telegraph service 
from the State capital failed early 
last evening and since that time no 
definite news had been received. 
Two telephone girls who left Mont- 
pelier at 8 o’clock last night and ar- 
rived here today said water was run- 
ning ten feet deep in State street, 
the main street of the city, at that 
hour. 

Several persons here with rela- 
tives in the capital tonight were 
striving to find some means of 
reaching Montpelier over the rain 
wrecked roads. Persons familiar 
with the layout of the capital said 
that collapse of the reservoir would

' President of Capital Traction 
: Also Says He Has Not 
Opposed Project. 


SUGGESTS CONFERENCES 
OF INTERESTED PARTIES 


Wilson Proposal Declared to! 
Have Many Features of 
Advantage. 


John H. Hanna, president of the, 


Capital Traction Co., yesterday called 
on the Public Utilities Commission to 
assure John W. Childress, its president, 
and Col. Harrison Brand, jr., one of 
ite members, that he had never as- 
sented to any detail of the Wilson 


merger plan. Neither had he dissented, 
he said. 

Speaking to the newspaper reporters 
following the conference, Hanna sald 
he wanted to be understood as not 
criticising Wilson, his plan, or his 
method of launching it. 

“He has done a great service for 
Washington by trying to get the 
street car companies to a point of 
agreement,” he said. Thereupon he 
indicated no such point of agreement 
has been reached. He presented a 
letter signed by himself to the mem- 
bers of the commission in which he 
said the Capital Traction Co. believed 
that “the best way of accomplishing 
@ merger would be through conference 
between representatives of the com- 
panies with assistance of the commis- 
sion as representative of the public.” 

Wilson Indorses Proposal. 

Harley P. Wilson, principal owner of 
the Washington Rapid Transit Co. and 
author of the merger plan, addressed 
a letter to the Public Utilities Com- 
mission later in the day in which he 
heartily indorsed the suggestion of 
Hanna that conferences be held be- 
tween representatives of the different 


traction companies and members of 
the Utilities Commissions. 

“Should Mr. Hanna’s suggestion rel- | 
ative to conferences be accepted,” he 
wrote, “and should such conferences 
be promptly inaugurated and result in 
@® merger, my entire object will have 
been obtained. Based upon previous 
results, however, I believed that some 
such intervention as that adopted by 
me was necessary to convert lethargy 
into action. As principal owner of one 
of the utilities involved, I shall be 
happy, indeed, to participate in such 
conferences. 

“Any plan resulting from such con- 
ferences should be open to the fullest 
public discussion through public hear- 
ings, to the end that the best interests 
of that public be safeguarded and con- 
served. You, of course, understand that 
nothing herein contained or any rep- 
resentations of the management will 
deter me from pressing the entire fair- 
ness and justice to all concerned (the 
public and private interests alike) of 
the plans I have already briefly outlined 
to you and which I believe more ade- 
quately solves the problem than any- 
thing I have heretofore heard suggested. 
What the people of the District want is 
action, and to that end I pledge my 
every effort and cooperation.” 


Directors Order Letter. 


Hanna's letter was written at the di- 
rection of the board of directors of 
the company Hanna heads. Its text 
was as follows: 

“Since the publication on October 31 
of a proposed plan of merger of the 
street railway systems of Washington 
presented to you by Mr. Harley P. Wil- 
son, the impression has been created 
that this plan had been submitted to 
and approved by the Capital Traction 
Co. In view of this public belief, it 
seems desirable to acquaint you with 
the actual position of the Capital Trac- 
tion Co. respecting this matter. 

“Neither the merger plan as pre- 
sented nor any other has, during the 
past year, been submitted to the direc- 
tors or to the stockholders at large of 
the Capital Traction Co. for their con- 
sideration. Mr. Wilson has discussed 
this matter with me, but I have made 
no expression of approval or disap- 
proval, personally or officially. 


Wilson Services Commended. 

“While we do not approve some of 
the provisions and detail of the plan 
as submitted to you, we believe that 
Mr. Wilson has rendered a distinct serv- 
ice to the District in his endeavor to 
bring the companies together. 

“The management of the Capital 
Traction Co. has repeatedly stated its 
belief that a merger of our several 
transit systems would be beneficial to 
the companies themselves as well as to 
the public served by them, and has 
endeavored in the past to bring about 
this result. In our opinion, the best 
way of accomplishing a merger would 
be through conferences between repre- 
sentatives of the companies with the 
assistance and cooperation of the com- 
mission as representative of the public. 

“This letter is written by the direc- 
tion of the board of directors at a spe- 
cial meeting held today.” 

Hanna said to the reporters that he 
was not averse to public discussion of 
the plan, except as to certain of its 
features. 


Public Interest Considered. 


“There are some details of it in which 
the public is vitally interested,” he said, 
“and some in which the public ‘s not 
interested at all.” 

“Is the public not interested in such 
a major item as what shall be the 
capitalization?” he was asked. 

"Oh, yes,” he replied. “Very deeply 
interested. But what about the ques- 
tion of how large a share of net income 
shall go to each company? The public 
is not interested in that. It is the 
public’s business how much there shall 
be to divide. But how to divide it is 
another thing. That is a matter for 
discussion between the companies.”

New American Opera Has 
Sustained Poetic Quality 
and Appealing Music. 


ANGLO-SAXON DICTION 
USED IN LIBRETTO 


Artists Often Called Before 
Curtain; Setting Admirable; 
Orchestra Excellent. 


“The King’s Henchman,” the new 


American opera by Deems Taylor, 
composer, and Edna St. Vincent Mil- 
lay, author of the book, was sung for 
the first time in the National Capital 
yesterday afternoon, at Poli’s Theater, 
before an audience which taxed the 
capacity of the auditorium. 

Mrs. Coolidge, who occupied a stage 
box with a party of friends, led the 
acclaim at the close of the first act, 
which called the principals of the 
cast, Jacques Samossoud, the director, 
and Deems Taylor, the composer, be- 
fore the curtain to bow their acknowl- 
edgements for the prolonged ovation 
tendered to them. 

A sustained poetic quality in the 
lines of the opera, beauty of musical 
phrasing and excellence of orchestral 
support marked the production 
throughout. The setting and costum- 
ing were admirable in every detail 
and exhibited a close attention to 
historical periods not always to be 
found in similar attempts. 


Shorter Than Classic Scores. 


Like many modern operas, the action 
itself was much quicker and more con- 
tinuous than in the classic scores of 
yesterday, an improvement greatly ap- 
preciated by the audience and which 
shortened the time of the performance 
considerably. On the other hand, 
“The King’s Henchman” appeared to 
many to lack the depth of older works 
and to exhibit here and there super- 
ficiality of treatment and under devel- 
opment of certain of the themes. 

Whether this is the “American 
opera” for which music lovers have 
been seeking is a matter of present 
doubt. Only time can answer this 
question. Perhaps it is more just to call 
it a lyric drama, for it certainly fully de- 
serves that title. At times it has the 
poignant appeal of a Shakespearean 
tragedy, especially in the last act, where 
the action, the music and the histrionic 
features rise to their highest point. 

Washington welcomed the opportu- 
nity to hear Richard Hale, the young 
American singer whose work has gained 
him many enconiums and who com- 
bines with a beautiful voice of mellow 
Sympathetic tones artistic ability and 
impressive dramatic quality. He was 
heard to best advantage in his big aria 
in the last scene. 


Effective in Love Duets. 


Rafaelo Diaz, as Aethelwold, gave a 
performance of consistent excellence, 
and was. particularly effective in his 
love duets with Marie Sundelius as 
Aelfrida. Mme. Sundelius has a soprano 
voice of lyric quality, rounding out into 
coloratura range most admirably, and 
she played her ungrateful role with 
color and force. 

The difficulties of the old Anglo- 
Saxon in which Miss Millay wrote the 
book of the opera obscured the purity 
of enunciation for the artists in the 
first act, but they recovered from this 
abstacle in the second and third acts, 
and could be clearly understood then, 
despite the fact that this quaint dic- 
tion fell with unfamiliarity upon the 
ears of the audience. 

The orchestra, under the direction of 
Samossoud, contributed much to the 
success of the afternon. The score is 
one of real beauty and the overture to 
the second act has in it the qualities 
of musical immortality. Lovely, haunt- 
ing, with singing melodies like the 
voices of nightingales in spring nights, 
it won spontaneous applause from the 
audience. 


Choral Writing Admired. 


There is excellent workmanship in 
the polyphonic weave of the score, and 
in the concluding threnody a high or- 
der of choral writing. 

Before passing to a brief discussion 
of the story of the opera, mention 
should be made of the notable contri- 
bution to the afternoon’s enjoyment by 
others in the cast, particularly Gio- 
vanni Martino, as Maccus, whose pol- 
ished singing and dramatic fire and fine 
presence added much to the scenes in 
which he appeared. His minstrel song 
at the opening of the opera was finely 
done, and Dudley Marwick, as Ordgar, 
Thane of Devon, was effective in his 
several appearances. The spinning song 
of “Ase,” sung by Constance Hejda, 
was a vocal feature, and Albert Crion, 
as the famous Dunstan, Archbishop of 
Canterbury, displayed a good voice and 
understanding of his role. 

The ensemble, ladies and nobles of 
Edgar’s court and Devonshire villagers, 
were pleasing to the eye, and their 
singing was balanced and well done. 
A rollicking marching song, “O Caesar, 
Great Wert Thou,” sung by the men 
of the ensemble several times in the 
course of the score, never failed to 
elicit applause, and was the outstand- 
ing chorus of the opera. 


Goes Back to Tenth Century. 


Miss Millay, in the book :of “The 
King’s Henchman,” has given us a 
Tenth century Saxon-English version of 
the eternal triangle—two men and a 
woman this time. The men are Edgar, 
one of the six boy kings of England, 
and his foster brother Aethelwold, 
whom he sends into Devonshire to 
investigate the reputed charms of Lady 
Aelfrida, daughter of the Thane of 
Devon. Aethelwold betrays his king, 
falls in love with the lady and marries 
her, and when the king discovers his 
treachery, takes his own life in tardy 
reparation. The Lady Aelfrida tries to 
win the king thereupon, but he will 
have none of her and goes away with 
Aethelwold’s body, broken-hearted at 
his death and the betrayal of his trust. 
The story ends with a Shakespearean 
touch of high tragedy, grief and en- 
during sorrow. E. E. P.

War Debt Is Still Large. 


Within the last two weeks Mr. Cool- 
idge has called the country’s attention to 
the fact that although the war is al- 
most ten years behind us, and a vast 
amount of debt has been paid off, the 
country still owes about one-half of 
that war debt. 

The President’s action in approving 
the increased naval figures, it was 
pointed out yesterday, indicates that 
he thinks the time has come to spend 
@ little more on the Navy. This was a 
joyful surprise in naval circles last 
night, as, in view of the President’s 
policy of spreading appropriations out, 
and not doing everything at once, it 
was feared the Navy would suffer sharp- 
ly this year. The thought was that 
with very heavy appropriations for flood 
relief and for flood control almost cer- 
tain, the President would feel that the 
Navy would have to wait. 

There is no expectancy that this 
country will attempt to build as many 
cruisers as Great Britain, nor of the 
same type. This country, however, in 
the opinion of most friends of the Navy, 
needs a substantially larger force of 
the 10,000-ton type of cruiser. These 
are needed because not having the 
naval bases scattered over the world 
at strategic points of Britain, greater 
cruising radius is necessary for Ameri- 
can ships. 

There will also be a strong fight in 
Congress, it is learned, to increase 
sharply the appropriation for naval 
aviation, which is pronounced inade- 
quate by those in close touch with the 
situation. 


ENVOY IN AUTO CASE 
CLEARED OF DRINKING 


Dougherty and Hesse Tell 
Kellogg Count Marchetti Was 
Sober When Arrested. 


There was no evidence that Count 
Alberto Marchetti, Charge d’Affaires of 
the Italian Embassy, had been drinking 
liquor when he was arrested for speed- 
ing here October 23, Commissiorfer 
Proctor L. Dougherty and Maj. Edwin 
B. Hesse, superintendent of police, de- 
clared yesterday when they called on 
Secretary of State Kellogg in connec- 
tion with the case. 

Both Commissioner Dougherty and 
Maj. Hesse expressed regret over the 
reports that Count Marchetti had been 
drinking. These reports, it was ex- 
plained at the State Department, arose 
from the fact that the policeman who 
arrested the count said that it “seemed” 
he had been drinking.

RIB) DEFLECTS BULLET 


Commander Lucius W. Johnson, 45 
years old, Medical Corps, U. S. N., was 
shot early yesterday in a bedroom of 
his home, 3f08 Thirty-fifth street 
northwest when he dared to disobey 
the commands of a prowler, known to 
police as the “Ghost of the Northwest,” 
who had warned he would “shoot to 
kill.” 

A special detail of headquarters de- 
tectives and police of the Fourteenth 
Precinct, numbering nearly a_ score, 
were searching the neighborhood in the 
vicinity of Commander Johnson’s home 
for a trace of the “ghost man,” so-called 
for his elusiveness and phantom-like 
movements, when the shooting oc- 
curred, More than a dozen robberies 
and house-breakings in that neighbor- 
hood during the last two weeks have 
been attributed to the man who shot 
Commander Johnson. 

Commander Johnson, surgical officer 
at the Naval Hospital here, though weak 
from loss of blood, smiled to police as 
ke recounted his experiences with the 
“ghost man” and made light of his own 
injury. The bullet which was intended 
to take Commander Johnson’s life 
struck a lower rib under his heart 
after passing through a door, fur- 
roughed through fleshy part of his side 
and imbedded itself in the wall of a 
closet. 

Three children, Margaret, aged 11; 
Theodora, aged 9, and Lucius, jr., aged 
4 years, and Mrs. Johnson were asleep 
in adjoining rooms when the shooting 
occurred. Mrs. Johnson’s screams at- 
tracted neighbors, who called the po- 
lice. Commander Johnson was treated 
at his home by Commander John Par- 
ham, also attached to the Naval Hos- 
pital. 

Just as a bedroom clock ticked 3, 
Commander Johnson was awakened by 
a flood of light thrown in his face 
from a flashlight held in the hands of 
the “ghost man.” 

“Lie still—be quiet—or I'll shoot to 
kill,” was the command that greeted 
Commander Johnson as he attempted 
to arise from his bed over which the 
prowler stood. 
Disobeying the command, Commander 
Johnson leaped from his bed near the 
hall room door and with outstretched 
arms, attempted to close in on the in- 
truder. Commander Johnson said “he 
grabbed the air,” the door was slammed 
in his face and before he could step 
aside and reach his service revolver 
nearby the “ghost man” fired one shot, 
the bullet striking Commander John- 
son after passing through a panel in 
the door. 

The shot awakened the Johnson 
family, who flooried the second story 
rooms and halls, but the prowler had 
disappeared. Police said the burglar 
had gained entrance by “jimmying” a 
rear door. Police searched the neigh- 
borhood for hours, stopping automo- 
biles and questioning the few persons 
found on the streets, but the “ghost 
man” had escaped. 

So aroused ‘1a°e residents in this 
neighborhood become over the opera- 
tions of this phatnom-like prowler that 
police officials have ordered the special 
police detail to get the man dead or 
alive.

Zette, however, says the publication 
has given great offense in court circles. 

Queen Victoria’s quarrel with her 
mother, the Duchess of Kent, because 
it is said the duchess was too friendly 
With her private secretary, Sir John 
Conroy, is featured in all but the most 
conservative papers, the Times refus- 
ing to mention this story at all. 


Denounced by Victoria. 


It is this part of the diary, with the 
extracts suppressed in the original is- 
gue which recalls the sensation the 
first publication made 40 years ago 
when Queen Victoria denounced the 
work as “‘this horrible book” and “this 
most scandalous production,” while 
Gladstone called it an “enormity.” 

One item which has attracted much 
attention and aroused much comment 
in a story of 1855 that Queen Victcria 
feared being poisoned by the prince 
consort and that the prince was 
“thought very capable” of such an act. 

The diary also quotes Greville. as

The Victorian age is left in his 
journal with scarcely a shred of char- 
acter, but fortunately many statements, 
in the light of fuller knowledge, seem 
sheer fantasy.”

Merz, commander of the flight, said 
that after leaving Lisbon this morning 
the plane encountered variable winds, 
which made steering difficult. 

“The visibility was good at first,” 
said Merz, “but later it got so bad we 
were forced to descend to sea. level. 
Our average altitude was 300 meters. 
We passed several steamers. 

“The flight was uneventful. Our 
Packard motor worked excellently. Our 
landing in the bay could not have beer 
better, but, as the weather has turned 
bad, we may have trouble in getting 
started again. Nevertheless, if possible, 
we will leave early tomorrow with the 
Junk *rs plane that preceded us here for 
Harbor Grace, Newfoundland.”

Instructions 
were to deliver one to him for $400, 
another $100 for the commander of the 
lifeboat which rescued Miss Elder and 
a third for $500 for the Barendrecht’s 
crew. 

After the Associated Press representa- 
tive had handed him the gifts as a 
tribute trom Miss Elder’s friends and 
had explained how it was the Asso- 
ciated Press had been chosen to handle 
the fund, he arose, faced the little audi- 
ence of ship’s officers, newspaper men 
and officials of the oil company, which 
was loading the boat, and explained his 
previous disinclinatior to accept the 
gift. He had changed his mind, he said, 
when he came to think of it as a tribute 
and not as payment for services. 


Expresses Gratitude. 


“It is strange experience for us to 
be rewarded for saving human life,” 
the captain said in the course of his 
address of acceptance. “But neverthe- 
less we can not be anything but grate- 
ful to the people of Wheeling and 
obligated to the Associated Press for 
handling this token, for token I must 
consider it and not reward. Hence, 
as 1 now see it, accepting it will not 
tend to commercialize that rule of the 
sea by which we are all bound—‘save 
human lives at any cost.’” 

Expiaining that the money would 
be turned over to the Dutch seamen’s 
fund, the captain added with a smile. 
“You see we might some time de- 
sire to be rescued ourselves.” 

The ceremony was carried out in 
the cabin of the Barendrecht, which 
was at afhichor here completing a load 


of gasoline and kerosene for Barcelona.

Law Enforcement Unit 
Created in Colorado; Vet- 
erans Recruited. 


|. W. W. LEADERS HELD 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 4 (A.P.).—A State 
law enforcement department was 
formed today by Gov. W. H. Adams in 
the hope that State officers could cope 
with the strike situation in the Colo- 
rado coal fields and make it unnecés- 
sary to mobilize the National Guard. 

The sudden move of the chief execu- 
tive was determined upon after sev- 
eral instances of picketing at coal 
mines had been reported to him to- 
day. The new organization is headed 
by Louis N. Scherf, former Regular 
Army captain. He immediately recruit- 
ed fifteen former service men‘ for the 
organization and within an hour after 
they had been sworn in, the new offi- 
cers were on their way to Walsenburg 
in Huerfano County. They were armed 
and carried three riot guns. 

Provisions for a State law enforce- 
ment department has been on the 
Statute unused for several years. The 
last legislature, however, appropriated 
funds for its continuance. 

The State officers will “cooperate 
with peace officers, enforce the law, 
maintain order and exercise our best 
judgment,” Capt. Scherf. said before 
departing for Walsenburg. 

A strikers’ demonstration was held 
near the Walsen mine of the Colorado 
Fuel & Iron Co. in Huerfano County 
this merning. Twenty-five armed mine 
guards kept the demonstration off the 
company property. Sheriff Capps and 
two deputies arrested three of the I. 
W. W. leaders on warrants charging 
them with picketing and intimidation. 
Two of the leaders were dragged off a 
truck that was being used for a speak- 
er’s platform. 

Pickets were reported in Las Animas 
County again today for the first time 
this week and three were arrested on 
charges of picketing near Trinidad this 
morning. 

A late check of the mines in south- 
ern Colorado today showed but little 
improvement over the previous day in 
the number of men at work. 

No new effort of the miners to at- 
tempt to end the strike by bringing 
their grievances before the State in- 
dustrial board for arbitration was re- 
ported today.

New York, Nov. 4 (A.P.).—Disposi-

22 Bottles Can Intoxicate 
45 Deputies. 


Berlin, Nov. 4 (A.P.).—The question 
of whether 22 bottles of wine and an 
equal number of bottles of water dis- 
tributed >among. 45 statesmen would 
cause any of them to totter and make 
their speech inarticulate was heartedly 
debated in a Berlin court today. 

The question came up when a libel 


suit against the communist organ 
Rote -Fahne came up for hearing. 
Three nationalist members of the 


Reichstag brought suit against the 
communist paper for describing them 
as “drunken riff raff” in the paper’s 
account of the Reichstag session of 
July 30. 

The hearing threatened several times 
to provoke fist fights between national- 
ist and communist deputies and the 
judge had the greatest difficulty in pre- 
serving order. 

Several waiters from the Reichstag 
restaurant testified that only 22 bot- 
tles of light wine and 22 bottles of 
water were ordered by the nationalists. 
The waiters said these were mixed and 
placed at the disposal of 45 party mem- 
bers, sinte the day was exceedingly hot 
and their thirst was great. This 
quantity, they said, caused na, drunken- 
ness, and all the members of the Reich- 
stag whom they served were models of 
sobriety. Count Westarp and other na- 
tionalists testified that the members 
under attack almost teetolers.

THIRD DYNASTY TOMB 
OF ZOSER IS FOUND 


Precious Metals Gleam in the 
Grave of Pharoah, Dead 
5.900 Years Ago. 


London, Nov. 4 (A.P.).—The discovery 
at Sakkara, near Cairo, Egypt, of what 
is believed to be the tomb of King 
Zoser, famous Pharoah of the third dy- 
nasty (about 4,000 B. C.), is reported in 


special dispatches from Cairo. 

The find is said-to be more important 
archeologically than the discovery of 
the tomb of King Tut-Ankh-Amen. 

The work, by F. M. Firth of the 
antiquities department of the Egyptian 
gcvernment, has been temporarily 
halted by the cave-in of a side shaft 
leading down to the tomb, but the glint 
of precious metals far underground has 
been seen, the dispatches say. 


The, discovery of a tomb believed to 
be that of Im-Hotep, architect to King 
Zoser, and builder of the step pyramid 
near Sakkara, was reported by exca- 
vators in that region last march. It 
was also suggested that the tomb might 
have been temporarily used by Zoser 
while the step pyramid was being built 
or it might have been that.of Zoser’s 
queen. 

In the third dynasty known as the 
Memphite Dynasty, two kings, one of 
them Zoser, built huge mastaba tombs 
at Bet Khallaf, near Abydos, further 
up the Nile than Sakkara. Im-Hotep 
then built a mightier monument for 
King Zoser, the step pyramid.

Flood Without Warning. 


All day there were rumors of heavy 
loss of life in Montpelier and Barre, 
Vt. Both cities were cut off from all 
communication and the rumors could 
not be confirmed. Last night beth 
places reported heavy storm damage 
and Montpelier sent an appeal to Bur- 
lington for boats for use in the floode® 
streets. 

The flood came without warning. 
The heavy rains of the past summer 
had left the streams higher than usual 
at this season. Rain began to fall yes- 
terday in Vermont and Western Massa- 
chusetts. Last night it became a 
downpour and spread into New Hamp- 
shire and Eastern Massachusetts. The 
rainfall varied from three to seven 
inches in different localities. Count- 
less brooks carried the surface flow 
into the little rivers which quickly be- 
came rushing torrents, went over their 
banks and in turn sent a mighty vol- 
ume of water into New England’s great 
rivers, the Connecticut and the Merri- 
mac. | 

There was no withstauding the. force 
of the walls of water which swept down 
the valleys. Foundations of bridges 
crumbled and the _ superstructures 
crashed into the streams. Where small 
streams had been dammed,to form 
reservoirs or millponds the great added 
weight of water burst the dams. 
Houses were swept away by the dozen 
and hundreds of others -were lefi 
standing with water up to the second 
story or higher. Cattle and sheep, in 
the pastures or tied in barns, perished 
in large numbers. 

Electric light. and power ceased to 
function in numerous cities and towns. 
Industry came to a standstill and 
schools were closed. Telegraph and 
telephone wires went down by the 
hundreds, and many communities were 
isolated. Even the supply of drinking 
water was cut off or contaminated in 
some places 

The Associated Press correspondent 
at Bellows Falls, Vt., tonight got through 
by telephone to Keene, N. H., and re- 
ported that the town of North Walpole, 

H., across the river from Bellows 
Falls, was under 17 feet of water. He 
had received an unconfirmed report 
that the entire town of Ludlow, home 
of Attorney General John G. Sargent, 
had been abandoned, with the townsfolk 
fleeing to the hills. 


Hero Gives Warning. 


Becket, Mass., Nov. 4 (A.P.).—To the 
heroism of one of its residents this 
little town of 650 inhabitants owes 
the fact that only one life \as . 
when a mountain reservoir burst it 
barriers early today and sent a torrent 
rushing down upon the village. The 
hero was William Ballou, owner of the 
reservoir. 

When the great downpour of rain 
last night threatened to burst its walls 
he went on guard and with the first 
indication that the walls were giving 
way drove his automobile through the 
village warning the people to run for 
their lives. Most of them heeded the 
warning. 

Mrs. Gustine Carroll, the only victim, 
heard the warning but hesitated. Before 
she could leave her -home the water 
struck it and she was swept away. 

The rush of water swept away 25 
residences and business places, made 
150 persons homeless and caused at 


least one million — dollars property 
damage.

Industries 
wiped out by the flood employed about 
200 persons. Tonight the town was a 
cheerless place. The main street was 
strewn with wreckage and _ refuse. 
Snow had fallen for a time during the 
afternoon and the temperature had 
dropped. 


liudson Rises 10 Feet. 


Albany, N. Y., Nov. 4 (A.P.).—The 
Hudson River Valley was menaced to- 
day by one of the worst autumn floods 
in its history. 


In addition to receiving the overflow 
of its countless tributaries, swollen by 
more than 36 hours of driving rain, the 
bursting of dams along the Hoosick 
River, in Vermont, poured down into’ 
the Hudson a mighty volume of water 
that raised the river some 10 feet above 
its normal level 

However, the property damage was 
not’ extensive, in contrast with condi- 
tions in the adjoining States of Ver- 
mont and Massachusetts. Farms in the 
lowlands of the Lebanon Valley, from 
Petersburg to Lebanon, between the 
New York and Massachusetts ridges of 
the Berkshire Hills, were submerged, 
some live stock was drowned and a few 
homes were inundated. Highways were 
submerged, traffic on some railway lines 
was halted and bridges were washed 
out. but the waters did not go on a 
general rampage of destruction. 

In the village of Whitehall the Cham- 
plain Silk Mill suffered damage cf 
$150,000. The rising water covered the 
machinery and manufactured silk in 
the factory 

Salem and West Hebron, in another 
section of Washington County, felt the 
force of the water. ” 

At Albany the only Camage was the 
flooding of a few streets near the river. 


Flood in Quebec. 


Montreal, Nov. 4 (A.P.).—Floods oc- 
casioned by incessant rainfall in east- 
ern Quebec the past two days caused 
a loss of one life and the serious injury 
ot three persons, destroyed thousands 
of dollars worth of property and dis- 
rupted train service and communica-~ 
tions. 

Unharvested crops have been de- 


stroyed, bridges and highways have been 


badly damaged, cut timber and logs 
have been washed away and many 
manufacturing plants have ceased op- 
erations on account of high water. 

The business section of Rock Island, 
Que., was flooded, and at Judd’s Cor- 
ners, near there, three men were cling- 
ing to a tree in the middle of the rising 
Tomifobtia River, while friends made 
frantic efforts to rescue them.

GUBERNATORIAL RACE 
HAS NATION’S INTEREST 


G.0.P. Victory Tuesday Would 
Seem Advantageous to the 
New York Governor.

Louisville, Ky.. Nov. 3.—Although the. 


Kentucky gubernatorial campaign is 
interesting enough in its local phases, 
a has a national angle which is not 
without its significance. 

Nearly two months ago, in a special 
dispatch from St. Louis, The Post 

inted an interview with Charles M., 

ay, who was the Democratic candi- 
Gate in Missouri for United States 
senator on a dry platform, in which he 
etated that the dry Democrats through- 
out the United States were focusing 
their attention on the Kentucky out- 
come. He added that if Beckham could 
carry Kentucky on a crusader’s plat- 
form of no liquor and no betting, he 
would emerge into the spotlight as a 
national figure and that he would nat- 
urdlly become the one person upon 
whom the Southern anti-Smith dele- 
gates and the dry delegates from other 
parts of the country could solidly unite 
and perhaps control more than one- 
third of the convention. 

As Kentucky does not belong to the 
Solid South and as it has thirteen votes 
in the electoral college, Mr. Hay’s sug- 
gestion seemed thoroughly logical. De- 
yelopments have since demonstrated 
that the eyes of the dry Democrats 
everywhere have centered upon Beck- 
ham. There is certainly no one else 
anywhere who seems to fit so exactly 
into a vacant niche. 


Callahan Worries Party. 


The sequel to this talk of Beckham 
as a possible dry candidate on the pres- 
idential ticket is a part of the story of 
the present gubernatorial campaign. 
There is in Louisville a well known 
Democrat named Patrick Callahan He 
is president of a large varnish company 
and secretary of the William J. Bryan 
Memorial Association. He is both dry 
and a Catholic, and it might be said 
further that he has been actively iden- 
tified in the past with the presidential 
aspirations of William G. McAdoo. Dur- 
ing a recent visit to New York, when 
he was discussing with other Demo- 
crats McAdoo’s renunciation, he was 
quoted in a widely printed interview as 
suggesting that eckham was the 
legatee of McAdoo and would make an 
ideal candidate for the drys against AJ 
Smith. 

The publication of this interview threw 
consternation into the Democratic 
ranks in Kentucky. Instantly Beck- 
ham’s managers visioned the alienation 
of the Catholics and the Democratic 
wets from their candidate, inasmuch as 
a logical interpretation of the interview 
meant that a victory for Beckham would 
be a blow to Smith. Callahan was im- 
mediately brought before the mana- 
gers. He denied that he had ever men-~ 
tioned Beckham in connection with 
Smith’s prospects, but was willing to 
admit that he had stated that Smith's 
nomination would lose 2,000,000 Demo- 
cratic votes, a statement to which he 
still adheres. Incidentally, the interview 
brought hundreds of commendatory 
letters to the Beckham headquarters 
from Maine to California. 


Keeping to State Issues. 


From that time to this Beckham's 
managers have carefully soft pedaled 
all reference to the presidential cam- 
peign and even Beckham himself is 
new announcing from the stump that 
he does not seek higher office than 
the governorship. All the leading 
Democrats of the State are both seé- 
cretly and openly deprecating any men- 
tion of Beckham and Smith as possible 
opponents in the presidential race. 

For this reason it is impossible to 
draw any of these leaders into a dis- 
cussion of the presidential situation. 
They say, and with truth, that while 
the peopl of Kentucky do not have 
@ single-track mind, they are so thor- 
Oughly wrapped up in the present 
struggle that they have neither time 
nor inclination to consider the presi- 
dential situation. 

Urey Woodson, who for many years 
has been the Democratic national 
committeeman from Kentucky, in a 
talk with The Post correspondent to- 
day characterized the mention of Beck- 
ham as a presidential candidate against 
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J. C. W. BECKHAM, 


Democratic nominee for Governor of 
Kentucky. 


Smith as “moonshine ’” Woodson is the 
editor of a prosperous newspaper in 
Owensboro, a town of 150,000 people, 
about 100 miles from Louisville, and 
everybody knows that he has the Dem- 
ocratic political situation in Kentucky 
at his fingers’ ends. By way of paren- 
thesis, Owensboro is a town where 
135,000 barrels of whisky are stored 
away, but that is another story. Mr. 
Woodson was positive in his assertion 
that up to the present time there has 
been no crystallization of sentiment 
for any presidential candidate, “al- 
though,” he added, “when the legis- 
lature meets in a few weeks, at Frank- 
fort, there will be something doing.” 
For this reason, Mr. Woodson did not 


care to make any predictions as to the 
future. 


State Declared Dry. 


“But,” asked the correspondent, “is 
Kentucky a dry State?” 

“Dry, absolutely dry,” he said, “and 
so dry that when it was suggested to 
the Democrats that a wet candidate be 
named for Congress in the Louisville 
ditsrict, which is the wettest part of 
the State, the local managers were 
afraid to adopt the suggestion” 

It is everywhere conceded that no 
one is better posted on the Republican 
situation in Kentucky than Mrs. A. T. 
Hert, the woman member from this 
State on the Republican national com- 
mittee. Mrs. Hert, who talked with 
The Post correspondent today at her 
beautiful suburban home near Louis- 
ville, is also positive in her assertions 
that the Kentucky gubernatorial cam- 
paign has been so strenuous and in- 
tense that it has completely eclipsed 
the presidential situation. 

“I have tried in vain in my trips 
around the State,” she said, “to get any 
one to give consideration to conven- 
tion delegates. If I were called upon 
to report today as to the outlook in 
Kentucky I would be forced to reply 
that I had not been able to form a dis- 
tinct impression. If President Cool- 
idge was still in the race, Kentucky 
would have been for him heart and 
soul. No other name would have been 
mentioned, but we are taking his de- 
termination not to be a candidate as 
an honest and sincere expression.” 


No Presidential Campaigns. 


Diligent inquiry fails to reveal any 
activity in the State on the part of 
any presidential candidate, either Dem- 
ocratic Or Republican. The conditions, 
which, exist in the Northwest and the 
Middle West, where organizations in 
behalf of aspirants are being formed, 
are absent here. In the past the Ken- 
tucky Republicans were for Lowden, 
but thus far there is no evidence of 
any attempt on the part of the Low- 
denites to urge his candidacy this year. 
There is some talk of Hoover, but it 
is nebulous. Apparently it will be a 
month or more before the excitement 
of the gubernatorial campaign dies 
away and in the meantime all presi- 
dential talk will be as dormant as 
u sleeping bear in his cave. 

McKinley carried Kentucky over 
Bryan in 1896 and Coolidge was victor 
over Davis in 1924. In all the other 
presidential years the State has been 
Democratic by majorities ranging from 
2,000 to 28,000, the latter high figure 
being to the credit of the late President 
Wilson. Kentucky therefore is regarded 
as normally Democratic and when it 
goes into the national convention as 
a dry State it will undoubtedly de- 
mand that its voice shall be heard. 
Meanwhile there is a distinct impres- 
sion throughout the State that if Beck- 
ham is defeated the delegation will be 
instructed for Smith, while if Beckham 
wins the instructions will be adverse 
to the candidate from New York. 


SENATOR REED HERE, 
SILENT ON POLITICS 


Missourian to Devote Much 
of Attention to Vare and 
Smith Cases. 


Senator Reed, of Missouri, chairman 
of the special committee on campaign 
expenditures, and prominently men- 
tioned as a Democratic candidate for 
President, arrived in Washington yes- 
terday to get ready for the opening of 
Congress. He will give special att«.- 
tion to the question of the seating or 
exclusion of Senators Vare, of Pennsyl- 
vania, and Smith, of Illinois, and also 
to the Wilson-Vare contest. 

Although there have been stories pub- 
lished that Senator Reed would not 
oppose the idea of allowing Vare and 
Smith to take the oath, he has given 
out no statemeht that indicates his 
attitude will be different from that 
which he took when Smith sought to 
take the oath last winter. Senator 
Reed then held the Senate was offi- 
cially informed of the primary expendi- 
tures and should not permit Smith to 
be seated. 
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Plan Has Been Broached to 
Put Insular Bureau Under 
State or Interior Officials, 


QUEZON AND OSMENA 
MAY BREAK DEADLOCK 


President Told They Will Aid 
in Appropriations and Ap- 
pointments in Islands. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON, 

President Coolidge has virtually 
abandoned the idea of placing the ad- 
ministration of the Philippine Islands 
in an insular bureau, which would also 
administer insular possessions. He has 
about come to the conclusion that the 
administration had best remain where 
it is, in the War Department. 

This might indicate, and there are 
other factors in support of the view, 
that a military man will be appointed 
to the governor generalship of the 
Philippines, now vacant since the death 
of Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood. 

A bill creating an insular bureau, 
to be lodged in the Interior Depart- 
ment, will quite probably be reintro- 
duced at the next session of Con- 
gress by Representative Wood, of In- 
diana. Heretofore this measure has 
had the approval of the President. The 


proposéd bureau was discussed at such 
length by him at Rapid City this sum- 
mer, in fact, that Secretary of the In- 
terior Work, when he went out there, 
had the information in hand that leg- 
islation was not necessary, that the 
President could transfer the bureau by 
executive order. 

The President let it be known that 
he did not want to do it this way, but 
would want congressional sanction to 
effect the change. But he still fa- 
vored the bureau, and the Interior De- 
partment seemed to be the most log- 
ical place to put it. 


State Department Proposed. 


Then there developed suggestion 
that the State Department would be 
the best place for it. President Hard- 
ing suggested the State Department 
when he recommended the creation of 
the bureau. The President thought 
the matter over and decided that for 
the present at least it would be better 
to leave well enough alone. 

Manuel Quezon, leader of the Philip- 
pine Senate, and Sergio Osmena, island 
senator, made known upon their ar- 
rival here several days ago that while, 
of course, they wanted independence, 
they would prefer, if there must be a 
general bureau that it be placed in the 
State Department. This did not, how- 
ever, enter into the discussion Thurs- 
day when the two Philippine leaders 
called on the President, it was said 

One of the main purposes of the 
proposed insular bureau was to be its 
civilian aspect. In taking the adminis- 
tration of the Philippines from the War 
Department there would be the effect 
of removing “military rule” of the 
islands No criticism was ever attach- 
ed to the War Department br the 
President. As he looked at it at the 
time he favored the bureau it was but 
logical that the islands had been placed 
in the department when first acquired 
and that their administration should 
have been kept there. But, as he saw 
it then, the time had come when per- 
haps a civilian admiffistration would 
be better. 


Civilian Governor Wanted. 


The belief that a civilian rather than 
@ military man would be appointed to 
take Gen. Wood’s place was based 
largely upon this tendency to get the 
islands away from the War Department. | 
Some thought a civilian governor gen- 
eral would be the first step in this di- 
rection. - 

There have been no intimations 
from the President that he even now 
does not contemplate taking this first 
step. But if the Philippines are still 


to be considered mainly from the 
standpoint of a military adjunct, which 
War Department administration im- 
plies, a military man would seem to be 
the appropriate administrator. 

Just what has developed to change 
the President’s known view on the in- 
Sular bureau proposal is not known. 
But it is a fact, for one thing, that the 
Philippine leader{ Manuel Quezon, in 
naming over men who would be accept- 
able as governor general, showed no op- 
position to military men. Rather he 
seemed to prefer them. At least as 
many military men were acceptable as 
civilians. 

Thus, it may be that the President 
has come to the conclusion that, tn the 
absence of indépendence, the Filipino 
leaders are not greatly concerned in 
whether it is a military or civilian ad- 
ministration. 

This would be counter to the recom- 
mendations of Carmi Thompson, of 
Ohio, who investigated the islands at 
the instance of the President, and who 
recommended removal of the military 
administration. 


Big Man In Sight. 


There are other factors bearing on the 
thought that a military man will suc- 
ceed Gen. Wood. The President is un- 
derstood to be having trouble in finding 
a Civilian who is willing to forego all of 
his business interests and accept the 
governor generalship, or rather anyone 
in whom he would care to intrust the 
administration of the islands. Some 
one is wanted who can carry on the good 
work begun by Gen. Wood. A big man 
is required. But Dwight Morrows are 
not available every day. er 

Incidentally, the President let it be 
known that he told Quezon and 
Osmena that the islands’ appropriations 
bill and a sheaf of island appointments 
should no longer be held up. They 
are being held up as another chapter 
in the strife between the legislature 
and American administration. The two 
leaders were said to have agreed that 
the two matters should no longer be 
held up, but it was not indicated that 
they planned to do anything to start 
them moving.

Red and Gold Predominate in 
‘Decorations; U. S. Envoy 
Is Unable to Attend. ° 


Naples, Italy, Nov. 4 (A.P.).—The 
wedding tomorrow of Princess Anne of 
France to the Duke of ulia will be 
graced by the presence of kings of two 
great Latin countries and the pretender 
to the throne of a third. 

With princes and princesses of the 
Houses of Savoy, Bourbon, Orleans and 
others flocking here, the gathering is 
attracting more royalty than any other 
similar function since the war, with the 
possible exceptions of the marriages in 
Great Britain of Princess Mary and the 
Duke of York. Weather permitting, it 
will be one of the most gorgeous fetes 
ever celebrated in this city, accustomed 
to regal pageantry throughout the cen- 
turies. 

From the historic “Hall of Hercules” 
and the royal palace, where the civil 
ceremony will be performed, to the an- 
cient Church of San Francesco di Paola, 
where Cardinal Ascalesi, Archbishop of 
Naples, will unite the princely couple, 
all was in readiness tonight for the 
passage of the bridal procession. 


Will Be Rich Spectacle. 


The parade of royalty, with the 
marchers in bejeweled gowns and 
striking uniforms, will form one of the 
most brilliant kaleidoscopic effects ever 
seen in this colorful country. 

The Church of San Francesco will be 
adorned with many of the most pre- 
cious ornaments of other Neapolitan 
churches, lent for the occasion. Red 
and gold predominate in the scheme of 
decorations. A special box has been 
erected for the kings, princes, dukes 
and their consorts at the right of main 
altar, and facing this will be the throne 
for Cardinal Ascalesi. On the Place 
of Plebicites, outside the church, there 
are many stands from which thousands 
of the invited guests may'‘view the cor- 
tege as it proceeds over a red-carpeted 
path nearly 400 yards long from palace 
to church. Following the princely pair 
and their families in the line of march 
will be ambassadors and high-ranking 
army, navy and aviation officers. in 
full dress, wearing all their decorations, 
the groups being about 5 yards apart. 

Civil Dignitaries Next. 


After them will come the civil digni- 
taries, headed by Signor Tittoni, pres- 
ident of the senate, who is to officiate 
in the civil ceremony, ministers, of 
the crown and provincial city digni- 
taries. The national fascist party will 
be represented by its vice secretary, 
Achilles Storace. 

The stately bride of tomorrow passed 
today quietly with her family but it 
is no indiscretion to venture that she 
took, not one, but several glances at 
the magnificent display of wedding 
presents massed at the palace. From 
her parents there is a diadem of pearls 
and  brilliants, studded with great 
emeralds; from her future father-in- 
law there is a pair of large pearl ear- 
ings; from her future brother-in-law 
a bracelet of brilliants and rubies, and 
what she said she treasured most, a 
diamond studded bracelet offered by 
L’Action Francaise, the Parisian news- 
paper which supports her father’s roy- 
alist pretensions. 

Gift From the City. 


A pearl necklace 2 feet long, with 
its clasp set in brilliants, is the gift 
of the city of Naples. The royal aero- 
nautic corps, of which the bridegroom 
is an officer, contributed’ a present 
ot real practical value, a valise of rare 
boarshide containing toilet articles “for 
use on aerial voyages,” according to 
the donors.

Chief Justice Upholds Day. 


With the grand jury lined up in a 
semicircle around him, the chief justice 
réad this citation, which showed 
that Day had refused to answer, not 
On the ground for possible self- 
incrimination, but because, under the 
Constitution, he could not be made to 
testify against himself. 

Responding to an inquiry by the 
Court, Day finally said he refused to 
testify before the grand jury because 
Such testimony might tend to incrimi- 
nate him. Chief Justice McCoy held 
that umder those circumstances Day 
could not be made to testify and dis- 
charged him from further attendance 
upon the court. 

The grand jury retired to its room 
and Burkinshaw departed for Commis- 
sioner Turnage’s office, immediately 
across the street from the courthouse. 
Day and Wright accompanied him. 
Burkinshaw told the commissioner he 
had come to lay a complaint against 
Day and Sinclair and assisted in the 
preparation. 

Day sat in a rocking chair in the 
rather old-fashioned office while the 
form of the complaint was agreed upon. 
He smoked cigarettes and occasionally 
smiled at those about him. He is a 
youngish man, with coal black hair; 
tall amd well proportioned,-and. long 
has been in Sinclair’s employ, having 
been intrusted with many missions 
abroad. 


Gordon Withholds Warrant. 


After the complaint had been put 
into final fepm, Day’s counsel waived 
a preliminary hearing and bond was 
fixed at $25,000. The vice president of 
the Sinclair Exploration Co. then was 
permitted to depart and he was seen 
no more around the courthcuse where 
for days he had been in almost constant 
attendance. 

Burkinshaw then swore out the war- 
rant against Sinclair and announce- 
ment of its issuance was instantly 
flashed to the four corners of the coun- 
try. Later the young assistant district 
attormey reported his action to his 
chief, Peyton Gordon, during the lunch- 
eon hour 

Gordon returned to his office, where 
he found a score of newspaper men 
and George P. Hoover, chief counsel 
for Sinclair, awaiting him.

Text of Formal Complaiat

Sheldon Clark Promises 
To Come to Washington 


Chicago, Nov. 4 (A.P.).—A search for 
Sheldon Clark, financier, sportsman 
and vice president of the Sinclair Re- 
fining Co., wanted as a witness before 
the Federal grand jury at Washington 
investigating the Fall-Sinclair jury 
case, ended today. 

Mr. Clark kept his whereabouts se- 
cret, but telephoned to his office to 
send a telegram to Peyton Gordon, dis- 
trict attorney at Washington, assuring 
the official he would be in Washing- 
ton next Monday or Tuesday at the 
latest. 

He decried the publicity given his 
leaving Washington as a great injus- 
tice and demanded that Gordon give 
his reply the same publicity. 

Mr. Clark was designated in the sub- 
pena as “John Doe,” but his actual 
home and office addresses were given. 
At neither, however. was information 
concerning Mr. Clark available. 

“Publicity in Chicago newspapers 
first intimation I had that I was 
wanted in Washington,” read the Clark 
telegram to Gordon “Sorry my ab- 
sence has caused any delay or incon- 
venience. Please be assured my reason 
for leaving Washington was not to 
avoid service of any process, because ] 
was not aware any had been issued, but 
pressing business matters accumulated 
during my attendance at the trial and 
it was imperative that I give these 
matters preferred attention. Present 
plans are to be in Washington Monday 
morning or Tuesday at the latest with- 
out fail.” 


MAIL IN OCTOBER 
SHOWS DECREASE 


Reason Givén-ts“That Politics 
Has Not Been Active 
This Year. 


Politics have much to do with fluc- 
tuations in postal receipts, Postmaster 
William M. Mooney said yesterday in 
commenting on a decrease of 5.40 per 


cent in the postal receipts for October, 
as compared with October of the pre- 
ceding year. 

The postal traffic was greater in 
Washington in October, 1926, Postmas- 
ter Mooney said, because of the con- 
gressional campaign on then. In cam- 
paign years, he explained, a vast num- 
ber of campaign letters and ballots flow 
out of Washington. The amount of 
mail sent out of Washirigton next Oc- 
tober, when the national political cam- 
paign will be on, probably will be three 
times greater than last October. 

The decrease in postal receipts in Oc- 
tober for the entire country was 1.25 
per cent. Only one city had a greater 
decrease than Washington, the city of 
Jacksonville, Fla., where the receipts 
fell off 18.61 per cent.

SPEED BY APPELLATE 
BOARD IS DEMANDED 


House Committee Is Told of 
Farm Relief Through Reas- 
sessment of Land Sales. 


(Associated Press.) 
While witnesses before the House 
ways and means committee yesterday 


were suggesting an overhauling of the 
Nation’s revenue laws, President Cool- 
idge let it be known that the $225,000,- 
000 reduction maximum set by the 
Treasury must be adhered to in draft- 
ing the new law. 

The President was pictured as stand- 
ing squarely behind the Treasury esti- 
mate and the White House exerted itself 
to make clear that Mr. Coolidge had 
not previously favored a %300,000,000 
maximum. That figure entered White 
House discussion of the tax cut in ad- 
vance of the Treasury estimate when 
the President made known that he was 
opposed to the $400,000,000 reduction 
proposed by the United States Chamber 
of Commerce. 

As the House committee ~ continued 
with its hearing of testimony from 
witnesses representing the legal pro- 
fession, the business world and miners 
and farmers, it found itself confined 
again to a discussion of administrative 
features of the law rather than with 
the actual rate structure. A large part 
of the testimony dealt with suggestions 
for speeding up machinery of the Bcard 
of Tax Appeals, now clogged with an 
accumulation of thousands of unde- 
cided cases. 


Peak Is Held Reached. 


On behalf of the board itself, Ben- 
jamin H. Littleton, its chairman, said 
he believed the peak of congestion had 
been reached and that the time appar- 
ently was approaching when the board 
would begin to catch up with its work. 

He reviewed briefly the nature of the 
slightly more than 18,000 cases pending 
before the board, emphasizing that in 
some cases a large number would be 
taken care of in one opinion, as the 
points at issue were practically iden- 
tical.

AIRPLANE FATALITIES. 


Although the impression is widespread that 
air navigation is the most hazardous means 
of transportation known to man, it would ap- 
pear from the records kept by departments 
dealing with aeronautics that- airplane fatali- 
ties are proportionately no more numerous 
than automotive fatalities, 


The difference in the matter of fatal air 


_ accidents between official fliers controlled by 


regulations and that elass of aeronauts who 
are not regulated is shown in a measure by 
the figures gathered by the @Wepartment of 
Commerce. These statistics reveal that un- 
official .‘‘taxi fliers’? during 1926 covered a 
total of 7,656,492 miles with 75 fatalities. 
During the same twelve months the fliers over 
the “airways,”’ in other words the official fli- 
ers, principally mail carriers, covered 4,608,- 
80 miles with five fatalities. The ‘taxi’’ 
fiying recgrd in 1926 resulted in one fatality 
for each 102,000 miles ‘own, whereas the 
fliers over the cfficial airways negotiated 921,- 
776 miles for each fatality. 

Records of flights in the Navy and Army air 


| services fail to take account of the number of 


miles flown. Those records show the num- 
ber of hours in the air, but not the distance 
covered. In the Navy during the first ten 
months of this year there were 188 crashes, 
resulting in 26 fatalities in 84,478 flying 
hours. Assuming that the speed of the Navy 
fliers approximates 80 miles an hour—a con- 
servative estimate—there was one fatality for 
every 260.000 miles of flight.

THE TAX MAZE. 


When government regulations and red tape 
| reach a point that makes them as obnoxious to 
those who have to enforce them as to those 
against whom they are enforced, the time has 
arrived for a change. Testimony given yester- 
day before the ways and means committee de- 
veloped that the income tax regulations are 
objectionable, not only to those who have to 
pay the tax, but to Government employes. The 
resignations from the staff of the income tax 
unit exceed those in any other branch of the 
Government. 

The individual citizen has long marveled 
at the ingenuity of the men who framed the 
income tax blank puzzle. The exceptions, de- 
ductions, additions and subtractions necessary 
to arrive at the answer are beyond under- 
standing. The more fortunate the individual’s 
wordly position, the greater the difficulty he 
experiences each spring in attempting to strike 
a balance and determine how much he owes to 
the Government. The few men who have de- 
ciphered the process by which the income tax 
is calculated are making comfortable livings 
by purveying this information for the benefit 
of others.

FORD'S RENTAL PLAN, 


Tpe latest rumor regarding the new Ford 


car has it that iv addition to outright sale, it 


will be offered on a “club plan’ under which 
an individual may obtain a car upon a down 
payment of $150, and may continue to use 
it upOn payment of a monthly service fee of 
$12.50. The service fee would continue as 
long as the individual desired to keep the car, 
and at the end of a year, if the user wished, 
he might have the car thoronghly overhauled 
vpon payment of an additional moderate 
charge or exchange it: for a new model. 

The plan may not be as impractical as it 
appears on first glance. In New York and in 
other cities it is possible now to hire a car 
from agencies specializing in such service, 
upon a daily, weekly or monthly basis, either 
with or without a driver. More people than 
one would suppose purchase transportation in 
this manner, If the rumor is true, however, 
Henry Ford is the first manufacturer to utilize 
the scheme. Only Ford’s vast resources would 
permit adoption of such a program, for the 
sum tied. up at all times in cars in the hands 
of users would be enormous.

PHYSICAL STOCK-TAKING. 


On Thursday last New York City observed 

annual School Health Day, inaugurated 
eight years ago by the board of education. 
More than 30,000 teachers suspended classes 
in the city’s 900 public schools in order that 
approximately 1,000,000 pupils might be given 
thorough physical examinations. The children 
were classified into two groups, one composed 
of those whose health appeared to be good, 
the other of those who are to undergo more 
thorough examinations by physicians and 
nurses of the health department during the 
next few weeks. The work of the health pro- 
gram ends with suggestions to the parents of 
pupils, the family being expected to provide 
the necessary treatment. 

Physical stock-taking is at all times ad- 
visable, Particularly is it advantageous when 
it is administered during the days of childhood. 
Years ago physical well-being was an indi- 
vidual concern. Today, however, society 
realizes the fact that the community is also 
concerned. 

Doubtless many of the children examined 
are suffering from defects or ailments which, 
if not corrected in early life, will lead 
to serious difficulties later on. Correction of 


its 


_the ailments will spare lives to society, the 


value of which will more than counterbalance 
the cost of the inspection. The idea might be 
extended into other school districts with profit. 
Adults, too, can ill afford in this day and age 
to neglect periodical physical stock-taking. 


THE. YRIEND IN NEED. 


The Instructive Visiting Nurse Society of 
Washington is organized for the purpose of 
rendering efficient nursing care to those of 
moderate income who can afford to pay for 
such service, to make available the same 
service to the family which can not meet the 
full cost, but which can pay in part for the 
care it receives, and to take scientific care and 
health teaching without charge into the homes 
of the poor and ‘destitute who frequently need 
most the best medical and nursing care. . Such 
an organization can not be self-supporting. 

During 1926 the society sent 36 field nurses 
on their daily rounds. Some 97,000 visits 
were made to 12,000 patients, about half of 
which were free. Over half of the work was 
with children. . The organization is about 40 
per cent self-supporting, and to complete its 
1928 budget $65,000 is needed. 

Washington should waste no time in pro- 
viding this small sum. The visiting nurses 
are a powerful force in the preservation of the 
health of the community. , Day in and day out, 
through sunshine or storm, they stand ready 
to answer the calls for aid. Such an or- 
ganization should not have to think of money, 
and it is Washington’s duty to fill its treasury

Marching in 
the foliowing order will come the sanc- 
tuary boys, the visiting clergy, the of- 


_ficers of the mass, and the archbishop. 


Archbishop Curley, presiding at the 
services, will be assisted in the dedica- 
tion by the Very Rev. Ignatius Smith, 
superior of the Dominican House of 
Studies, Catholic University, and the 
Very Rev. Felix Kirsch, rector of the 
Capuchin college of the university. 

The Rev. James A. Smyth, pastor of 
St. Peter’s Church, Baltimore, and a 
brother of the Rev. Thomas G. Smyth, 
pastor of the church, will celebrate the 
solemn high mass. The deacon of the 
mass will be the Rev. James E. Cor- 
nell, pastor of the Church of the Im- 
maculate Conception, and the subdea- 
con, the Rev. Cornelius Dacey, pastor 
of St Paul’s Church. 

The Rev. Carroll Milholland, of St.

The church was constructed by 
Frank L. Wagner, Inc., of Washington, 
associated with W. H. Fissell & Co., of 
New York. Maginnis & Walsh, of 
Boston, were the architects The style 
is late English Gothic, the church 
cruciform It will seat about 800 
persons. 

The structure is distinctive. On 
the 108-foot tower is an imposing 
crucifix, and over the front entrance 
is a statue of Christ. Both these 
features are reminiscent of the old 
Gothic cathedrals of the deeply re- 
ligious Middle Ages and are exceptional. 


Carvings Were Imported. 


The most remarkable feature of the 
church is the group of “Stations of the 
Cross” along the sides of the interior. 
These elaborately beautiful wood carv- 
ings were imported from the province 
of Tyrol and Vorarlberg, Austria, it is 
said, and are works of art. They de- 
pict the familiar scenes associated with 
the crucifixion of Christ. 

The new church is 139 feet in length 
by 73 feet wide at the transcepts. The

SICKNESS 
EMPLOYES. 


HE Western Electric Co. has about 
25,000 employes in its Chicago 
plant. A number of years ago 

it discovered that sickness absenteeism 
was costing a lot of money. The great 
bulk of this loss fell on the employes, 
but some of it came out of the com- 
pany indirectly, and even directly, to 
some degree. 

A good part of this absenteeism was 
due to accidents. They instituted 
Classes in first aid with instruction as 
standardized by the American Red 
Cross. They have trained several thou- 
sand employes through these classes. 

The most far-reaching result of this 
class work consisted in accident preven- 
tion. The men who have taken these 
first-aid courses have very few accli- 
dents. Their accident rate is not one- 
fourth the general accident rate among 
their other employes. 


AMONG 


A.large part of the absenteeism is due 
to sickness as distinguished from acci- 
dents. They decided to make use of the 
plan that had proven successful in the 
accident field or, at least, a part of 
that plan. The part of their plan that 
this story deals with is health educa- 
tion of &Bdult employes by classroom 
instruction. 

At all times they have about 500 


ladies, mostly young ladies, organized in | PO 


classes. These classes meet once & 


week. They are supplied with a text- 
book on health and personal pulchri- 
tude entitled “General Health Course 
for Women of the Bell System.” At the 
conclusion of each session a lesson is 
assigned in this book. Each student 
is supposed o study this lesson and to 
be able to discuss it when the class re- 
assembles. At each session the teacher 
explains and elaborates the subject cov- 
ered by the lesson. 


The students are given a health habit 
score card arranged like a bank deposit 
slip. On this score card entry is made 
of the daily doing of certain health 
chores. The teacher grades these cards. 
At the end of the course the classes 
have a commencement and each mem- 
ber is given a certificate or diploma. 

The motive behind this movement on 
the part of the company is to decrease 
the sickness rate among women em- 
ployes. The motive on the part of the 
employes is to learn to live more health- 
fully, with less of the discomforts and 
hazards of sickness. In addition, health- 
ful living increases beauty and general 
attractiveness.

The candle burned at 
both ends doesn’t last forever. 

“I know a woman who is in business 
of baking cakes. Her wedding cakes. 
beautifully decorated with sprays of 
white bride roses, melt in one’s mouth 
and look too pretty to eat. And she 
makes nut bread which has a ready 
sale through a local exchange. She 
gets $5 for the big pound cakes and 
60 cents a loaf for the bread. All this 
has taken years of effort and hours of 
time perfecting each step. For if a 
woman is to make a success of a prod- 
uct it must be always uniform, the 
Same yesterday, today and tomorrow. 
Else there will be no repeat orders. 

“Up in the mountains lives a preach- 
er’s wife. The family must have a car 


so the children can go to school. In 
the summer the mother earns extra 
dollars taking passengers to points of 
scenic interest in the d 
country. People prefer her driving to 
the less reliable taxis and as she is 
@ well-informed and interesting woman 
her presence adds to the enjoyment of

How about making a speoclalty/ of 
one particular flower? rs, 
gladioli, sweet peas, dahlias, chrysan- 
themums, Shasta daisies have possibili- 
ties. Find out from your nearest agri- 
cultural experiment station what flow- 
ers your soil is adapted to. Find out 
from the nearest florist what market 
and prices you can get. Learn all you 
can about the growing of your specialty 
If you have a library get all the ma- 
terial they have on soil preparation, 
planting, culture and marketing. Then 
and only then, start on the venture. 

Then the woman with salesmanship 
ability. I know one who takes orders 
for vacuum cleaners. Many women sell 
books and magazines but not all of 
them succeed. Remember that no mat- 
ter how good your product may be it, 
won't sell itself, and that success is only 
temporary unless your product is a su- 
perior article.

HOW TO MAKE THE EYES 
LOOK LARGER. 


EAR VIOLA PARIS:—How can I 
make up so that my small eyes 
appear larger? BLONDIE. 

Answer—This is a more sensible 
query than one that I received not 
long ago, asking—‘“how can small eyes 
be made larger?” Although small eyes 
will always remain so, it is true that 
cosmetics can help them to appear to 
better advantage. But such make-up 
must be handled with cleverness, or 
not at all. 


Eye make-up must above all else be 
subtle. Eyelashes coated with mascaro 
and sticking together; blacking that 
has run; shadow unevenly applied— 
these things are ludicrous. The eyes 
should never look obviously artificial, 
and no risk on this score can be taken 
in the daylight hours. Some women 
are able to touch their lashes with 
mascaro so cleverly and with such re- 
straint that they can brave inspection 
at any hour of the day or night, but 
the rule can not be given to every- 
body. Generally it is best not to 
blacken the lashes by day, except in 
the case of really colorless lashes. 

Here are a few things that you can 
do, or avoid doing, however, to enhance 
the beauty and size of the eyes.

put rouge far up underneath the eyes. 
Always pat your face powder well up 
to the lower lids, then dust off any 
surplus. After powdering the face,

HE question of names and signa- 
tures comes up so often and in 
so many different ways that I am 

always boring my readers with it, or so 
it seems to me. And yet, if people 
keep on writing to ask for an opinion, 
I must give such opinions as I have. 

Some one wants to know about the 
signing of cards. If a message were 
being written by married people to a 
relative, or friend, how should it be 
signed; John and Mary or Mary and 
John?

As for which name comes first, the 
man’s or the woman’s, I should say 
the man’s.

Ham Baked With Pineapple 
Candied Sweet Potatoes 
Creamed Cauliflower 
Cranberry Jelly

Ham Baked With Pineapple 
Wash ham well and gently boil three- 
yquarters of an hour for each pound of 
weight. (If the ham is very dry look- 
ing it must first be soaked.) Add a 
bayleaf, a few peppercorns, celery and 
an onion. to the water in which the ham 
is cooking. When done, remove ham 
to baking dish, clear away the skin and 
cover the top of the ham with slices of 


canned pineapple cut in half across, 
leaving them just half as thick as when 
they are taken from the can. Secure 
these pieces in place with toothpicks 
(wooden). Stick cloves in exposed spots 
of the ham, sprinkle with brown sugar 
and cinnamon, place in the pan the 
pineapple juice and half its amount of 
maple sugar, maple syrup or brown 
sugar. Baste frequently while baking 
that the syrup may candy the slices of 
pineapple. If to be served cold, allow 
the toothpicks to stay in the ham until 
thoroughly cooled, that the slices of 
pineapple may be held in place by the 
candied material over them. If to be 
served hot push the “toothpicks down 
out of sight, it is the lesser of two 
evils, for to come upon a bit of wooden 
toothpick is better than to have the 
beautiful slices of pineapple slide off 
the ham. The toothpicks may be 
broken in half or even third lengths, 
and therefore not much of the wood 
will be forced into the ham.

Separate the asparagus (canned) 
with a fork. Add other ingredients 
an” mix thoroughly. Steam in a well- 
buttered mold for three-fourths of an 
hour. To serve turn onto a large plate 
and garnish with a bit of tomato sauce 
or with currant jelly and parsley. In 
this case slice and serve on plates. 

The pie may be baked with the po- 
tatoes, put together at the last mo- 
ment. The crust may have been pre- 
pared in the morning and no upper 
crust need be used. Whipped cream 
may be used with each serving of pie 
if we so desire. The opened potato— 
the spoonful of cottage cheese in one 
lettuce leaf topped with a bit of may- 
onnaise and the slice of asparagus loaf 
makes up the plate supper. Even the 
biscuit may be buttered and placed on 
the plate.

Contends Commerce. Depart- 
ment Has No Jurisdiction 
Over Reiss Case. 


PROSECUTION OF FLIER 
UP TO STATE, HE SAYS 


Hearing Before MacCracken 
Regarded as Testing Legal- 
ity of Authority. 


The first protest against enforcement 
of air traffic regulations by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce was made yester- 
day when Jesse C. Duke, attorney for 
Steuart A. Reiss, young Washington 
aviator whose flying permit has been

Commerce, William P. MacCracken in 
charge of aeronautics. 

Declaring the Nation, in so far as air 
commerce is concerned, is at a crucial 
point, Duke challenged the power of 
the Federal Government to assume Jju- 
risdiction over airplanes not engaged in 
interstate commerce. He added that 
the suspension of Reiss’ permit was 
iliegal and asked MacCracken to close 
the hearing and exonerate Reiss, Mac- 
Cracken reserved ruling on Duke’s argu- 
ment. 

Reiss, it is charged, flew over Hoover 
Field in an airplane at a height of 
less than 500 feet in violation of the 
air regulations of the Department of 
Commerce and that the undercarraige 
of his plane struck a pony and killed 
it on Octboer 13. He was employed 
as a commercial] pilot at the field. He 
was discharged from the field and re- 

nined Duke as his counsel. 


Regarded as Test Case. 


Duke said he learned that the De- 
partment of Commerce was preparing 
to suspend Reiss’ flying permit and. 
asked that he be given a hearing be- 
fore it was done. ‘nstead, he said, 


Relss received notice that his permit 
had been revoked for 90 days and he 
was not granted a hearing until yes- 
terday 

The hearing yesterday was regarded 
both by Duke and officials of the De- 
partment of Commerce as a test case 
to determine the constitutionality of 
enforcement of air traffic regulations 
by the department. Duke declared 
that, in the event MacCracken brings 
in an unfavorable decision against his 
client he will take the case to the 
courts. The hearing will be continued 
tdday, at 9:30 o'clock. 

Pointing out that within fifteen 
years aviation will probably be as unl- 
versal as motoring is now, Duke argued 
that police power over flying should be 
kept to the States, jus‘ as the States 
now patrol their motor roads, and that 
the Federal Government has no right 
to interfere in a case which, he claims, 
should be prosecuted by the State of 
Virginia. 


Carried No Passengers. 


Reiss was carrying no passengers or 
freight in his airplane vhen it struck 
the pony, Duke contended, and, there- 
fore, he was not engaged in interstate 


commerce. He declared the smallness 
of Hoover Field made it necessary for 
a pilot to fly low for a considerable 
distance after leaving the field. He 
said the pony on the field was a men- 
ace to Reiss’ safety or the safety of 
any other aviator who was preparing 
to land. Reiss was attempting to 
frighten the pony away when he 
etruck it, Duke said. 

Among the witmesses heard were 
Andrew H. Nash, business manager of 
Hoover Field; Precinct Dectective John 
W. Wise, of this city, who saw the 
pony struck; B. A. Levitan and Frank 
J. Sobotka, of the Columbia Heights

NAVAL PRINTERS ARGUE 
OPAAY DEVIGE 15 DEADLY 


Wage Board of Review Told 
Machines Fill Lungs With 
Noxious Particles. 


SEEK INCREASE IN PAY 


Navy painters are being sent to a 
slow death through enforced use of 
paint spraying machines that fill their 
lungs with noxious particles and 
vapors, their representative, William J. 
Gallagher, New York, charged yester- 
day, at a hearing of the Navy Wage 


Board of Review. 

He maintained that painters should 
be allowed higher rates of wages for 
having to use these machines, regula- 
tion of which was being sought in cer- 
tain States, because of their health 
menace. R. H. Meyer, representative of 
the Norfolk yard painters, supported 
Mr. Gallagher’s assertion by maintain- 
ing that life in World War trenches 
filled with battle gas was not as bad as 
conditions requiring the use of the 
Navy paint spray guns. Navy painters 
should receive the same rate paid by 
private employers, he said. It is now 
$14 a day in Brooklyn. 

The pattern makers’ representatives 
asserted the wage board had never 
dealt fairly with them and that they 
were at a loss to understand why their 
wages in Government work were al- 
ways lower than the general American 
standard. It was alleged that wage 
boards did not consider all conditions 
in fixing annual pay rates, such as 
cheap alien labor working under bonus 
conditions. Two boards taking wage 
data from substantially the same ter- 
ritory recommended rates showing & 
difference of 5 cents an hour, it was 
alleged. 

Washington machinists’ demands an- 
nounced yesterday, represent an in- 
crease of from 84 cents an hour to 
$1.10. Molders want a raise of 4 cents 
an hour. They are now receiving 94 
cents. 

Other trade spokesmen at the closing 
session yesterday were G. B. White, 
Norfolk, saw filers, and A. C. Town- 
send, Washington, planners and esti- 
mators. Edward C. Smith, Washington, 
chauffeurs’ representative, asked more 
pay for this trade, maintaining they 
were changed from truck to passenger 
work on short notice.

WARDMAN WINS SUIT 
TO RECOVER BUILDING 


Right to Eject Agriculture 
Department Upheld in 
Circuit Court. 


Harry Wardman and his associates, 
Thomas P. Bones and James D. Hobbs, 
won an ejectment suit against William 
H. Jardine, Secretary of Agriculture, 
yesterday in Circuit Court in connec- 
tion with the use by the Department 


of Agriculture of the Bieber Building, 
at 1358 B street southwest. The Ward- 
man organization purchased the build- 
ing from the late Mrs. Henrietta Halli- 
day. 

The verdict of the jury does not 
mean that Mr. Wardman will actually 
put the department into the street, but 
it does mean that unless an appeal is 
noted’ and perfected, Mr. Jardine will 
have to negotiate with the Wardman 
organization and pay more rent. 

According to the suit in ejectment 
presented for the Wardman organiza- 
tion by Attorneys Wright & Ershler, 
the Government originally had a 10- 
year lease dating from June, 1914, and 
expiring at the end of the fiscal year 
1926. Mr. Jardine contended that the 
lease contained an option of renewal 
for another ten years at the rate of 
$32,860 a year. The 1914 lease fixed 
the rental at $35,360 a year. The 
owners of the building offered to re- 
new the lease at $50,000 a year. Mr. 
Jardine objected to paying $50,000 a 
year, and the ejectment suit followed.

CHILDREN WILL TESTIFY 
IN KILLING OF FATHER 


Grand Jury’s Action Involving 
Mrs. Hartley Rests on 
Their Story, 


IS ACCUSED OF MURDER 


On the testimony of her two children, 
Doris, 11 years old, and Robert, 8 
rests the fate of Mrs. Sarah Marie 
Hartley, 28, wife of Robert Hartley, 
34, of Bladensburg, Md., whom she is 


alleged to have shot to death Thurs- 
day night. Hartley died at Emergency 
Hospital early yesterday. His young 
widow immediately was arrested and 
lodged at the House of Detention here, 
where she is held on a charge of mur- 
der preferred by County Policeman 
Claude Reese, of Prince Georges 
County. 

Mrs. Hartley was taken to HYatts- 
ville yesterday afternoon, where a 
coroner’s jury assembled in Gasch’s 
undertaking establishment to view the 
slain man’s body. The accused woman 
sat throughout the hearing with her 
face hidden in her hands. Hartley’s 
body lay in a rear room of the estab- 
lishment, where the hearing took 
place. At the request of J. Frank Lil- 
lard, counsel for Mrs. Hartley, the 
taking of testimony was postponed 
until 7 o’clock Monday evening, when 
the two children will be asked to give 
their version of the shooting. 

After the hearing Mrs. Hartley was 
taken out o* the es.ablishment by a 
rear exit by Police Sergt. Hervey G. 
Machen, avoiding the battery of 
cameras arranged at the front door. 
She immediately was returned to the 
detentior house, where she steadily 
has refused to make any statement, 
according to Mrs. Mina Van Winkle, 
director. 

Since the tragedy in their home, Doris 
and Robert Hartley have been cared for 
at the home of their mother’s sister, 
Mrs. Edith Roberts, 1124 Twenty-fifth 
street northwest. They are said to be 
the only eye-witnesses to the killing 
and it is on their testimony that the 
Maryland grand jury will determine its 
course of action. 

Versions of the actual shooting differ. 
The couple separated about a year ago 
and Hartley had been dining once a week 
at his wife’s home while a reconcilia- 
tion was under discussion. Last night, 
Mrs. Hartley told police, her husband 
called early, bringing a baked chicken 
from his mother and a pint of whisky 
After drinking part of the liquor, she 
said, Hartley threatened to kill her and 
started for a pistol which was lying on 
a kitchen shelf. In a struggle which 
followed, she said, the weapon was dis- 
charged. 

Before he died at Emergency Hospital, 
his body pierced through by the bullet, 
Hartley attempted to tell of the circum- 
stances leading up to the fatality. 

“I was sitting there smoking when—” 
he said, but died before he finished the 
sentence.
